GAINESVILLE, GA, July 23 —Secretary 
Hoke Smith, of the interior 
depart- 
partment, delivered here today the first 
of a series of three addresses in Georgia 
on the financial issue. 
He was escorted 
to the court house by a committee of 
prominent citizens in carriages. 
An 
elaborate program for his reception had 
been arâioged, but he went to Gaides 
•ille on Saturday, and thus broke into 
the arrangements for meeting him at 
the depot with music. 
A tremendous 
crowd assembled to hear tiie speech 
and he was cheered to the echo. 
He 
was introduced by General Ferry, who 
paid a glowing tribute to 
President 
Cleveland. 
Mr. Smith spoke as fol- 
lows: 


"I am here in response to your invi- 
tation to discuss the financial problems. 
I shall support the national 
demo- 
cratic platform, and oppose the national 
platform of the populists. 
At Chicago 
in 1892, the democratic party, by its 
representatives for the entire union, 
voted down overwhelmingly the propo- 
sition of a delegate from Colorado to 
insert in the'platform the word 'Free,' 
which would have made the platform 
declare for free coinage of silver. 
I 
shall show that this action of the dem- 
ocratic party is in perfect accord with 
the teachings of Jefferson and Jackson* 
but I am unwilling to waste time fol- 
lowing the wordy harangue recently de- 
livered in our state by that patriot who 
served his country abroad with sUch 
distinguished success as the appointee 
of President Harrison in the protection 
of fur seals. 


"We have been through a panic. 
Times havé improved. 
Without stop- 
ping to account for the panic, it should 
be borne in mind that panics ¿ave oc* 
curred about every twenty years, usual- 
ly accompanied with distrust of 
the 
kind of money used. 
Every panic has 
developed a party in favor of bad 
money, but with returning prosperity 
the party has died. 
With relief from 
panics has always come restoration of 
confidence, not through bad money. 


'"the free silver advocates claim, 
first, that the act of 1873 was surrep- 
titioiuly passed and robbed thé people 
of one-half the money of final payment; 
second, that for this reason there is not 
BufScient money of final payment, and 
the appreciation-of gold has depreciated 
everything else. 
Upon 
these 
two 
propositions their entire arguments are 
based. 


"The secretary met the propositions 
by claiming, 
first: 
That the alleged 
contraction of money of fiaa? payment 
had not taken place; second, that the 
proposed remedy would in reality drive 
half the money now in use out of cir- 
culation and produce a contraction 
ruinous in its result. 


"The fact that gold has appreciated, 
thereby depreciating the value of pro- 
ducts, is based upon the theory 
that 
the decrease in the value of silver and 
in the value of products has been con- 
temporaneous. 
A carefu) examination 
of the facts shows this not to be true. 
The average decrease of 
commodities 
since 1873 has been about 20 per cent. 
The heaviest decline has been in the 
line of those things which the masses 
of people buy. 
All those reductions in 
price are partly attributable to at lessen- 
ing in cost of productions and partly to 
the recent panic. 


"While commodities have fallen 20 
percent., silver has fallen 50 per cent. 
The claim that the value of cotton de- 
pended upon the rise of fall of silver 
has been shown to bd without founda- 
tion this year. 
Cotton in the last four 
months his risen 30 per cent., silver 5 
per cent. 
Prior to 1873, the price of 
cotton varied from four to forty cents. 
Silver never fell below 11.29. 
In 1845. 
cotton sold for four cents. 
Silver was 
then 11.32 an ounce. 
The bullion in a 
silver dollar isi only worth 
fifty-two 
cents. 
25 8 grains of standard gold are 
worth 100 cents. 
Then why do people 
exchange products for a silver dollar as 
readily as for a gold dollar? 
Why do 
they give 100 cents worth of commodity 
for a silver dollar when silver bullion in 
the dollar is only worth fifty cents? 
It 
is 
because 
the 
government 
com- 
menced 
stamping 
412^ 
grains 
of 
silver 
on 
a 
dollar, 
and 
hav- 
ing 
put 
them 
into 
commerce 
as worth a hundred cents, has felt re- 
sponsible to keep the coined dollar at 
an exchangeable value equal to the 
stamp put on it—to keep it up to the 
standard on 25 8 grains of gold. 
The 
value of silver bullion has fallen since 
1873, on account of the lessened cost 
of production; on account 
of 
the 
enormous 
increase 
in 
production, 
and on account of the decreased de- 
mand. 
A11 of these elements entered 
into and helped to cause the reduction 
of the value of silver. 
To restore the 
price of silver to its value in 1893, you 
must remove all the causes which have 
reduced its value. 
Concede, for the 
sake of argument, that the action of the 
United States was the one cause; it is 
illogical to claim that the removal of 
this one would remove the effect of all 
the others. 


"But it is urged that the United 
States should try the experiment, and 
if it failed, to abandon it or change the 
policy. 
The facta stated show con- 
clusively in ad vac ce that it must fail. 
To lift the value of 412^ grains of silver 
in the United States from fifty to one 
hundred cents it would be necessary to 
lift the value of all the silver in the 
world to the same extent, less the cost

"The volume to be jraised in value 
extends to the earth deposits, as well 
as to that heretofore mined. 
The im- 
mediate effect of the selection of a 
president committed to such a policy 
would be the separation of the gold 
and silver dollar, the gold dollar going 
to a premium of about two lor one. 
We would lose at once $678,000,000 of 
gold now in circulation and in 
the 
treasury. The greenbacks and treasury 
notes, $375,000,000, which would 
still

in the hope that a free silver bill, if 
passed at all, would be soon repealed.

"Those owing gold obligations would 
put a strain upon the remaining silver 
currency and bank notes to buy gold 
to meet their gold obligations. 
The 
currency consisting of checks and bills 
of exchange amounting to 95 per cent, 
of our entire currency, would go out of 
use in consequence of loss of confidence 
and credit and the withdrawal of 97J 
per cent of the entire currency and the 
paralysis of business would immediately 
follow. 
Banks would be raided 
by 
their depositors. 
Indebtedness 
not 
payable in gold would be collected at 
once, or the property owned by debtors 
taken from them. 
Merchants would 
fail; manufactories close; workmen be 
idle; farm products without market, 
and poverty and distress bè found on 
all sides." 
' 


Concluding he said: 
"The picture is 
not over drawn. , When I contemplate 
it, there is but one source of comfort- 
it is an abiding confidence that with 
the twelve months of full free discus- 
sion, the American people can be re- 
lied upon to overwhelmingly defeat 
any party which proposes to bring such 
disaster upon us 
It is a source of 
gratification to democrats to know that 
the subjects of 1893 were brought up 
before wise legislation of the previous 
administration. 
Your representatives 
at Washington were confronted 
with 
the many difi&culties; civil crisis has 
been more serious; let the return of 
prosperity, let the daily news that fac" 
tories are again at wor&, and that one 
million wage earners have had their 
wages inci^eased, let the rise in value of 
farm products tell how they have suc- 
ceeded. 
The McEinley bill has been 
repealed ; the credit of the government 
has been preserved. 
Money has been 
kept sound, and we will go to the 
country in 1896 with the 
democratic 
party fighting further high tariff legis- 
lation, opposing bad money and assured 
of success."

Havana. 
The governmeat will ask the 
cortes to mobilize the first infantry 
without delay. 


HAVANA. July 23 —Great anxiety pre- 
vails here in all circles, and news from 
the province of Santiago de Cuba is 
awaited with great apprehension. 
On 
July 13 the insurgents under the com- 
mand of Mendieta burned the village 
of Guamo, and the farm of Gamito, in 
the district of Manzanillo, province of 
Santiago de Cuba. 
The 
insurgents 
have also burned the village of Haba- 
nero, iu the province of Puerto Prin- 
cipe. 


A person who has arrived at Man- 
zanillo, from a place not far from Bay- 
amo, says that on Thursday last he 
heard 40 cannon shots and 
continued 
firing, from a large body of infantry. 
The firing is supposed to have 
been 
from the columns commanded by Gen. 
Suarez Valedez, which is on its way 
from Bayamo to Holquin, in the prov. 
ince of Santiago de Cuba, for he is 
known to have engaged the. insurgents 
on Thursday last. 


Reinforcements of 4,000 troops 
have 
arrived at Manzanillo; this body of 
men, with batteries of artillery from 
the city of Santiago de Cuba and 2 000 
more troops, left immediately for Bay- 
amo. 
Captain-General 
Martinez 
de 
Campos, with the troops from Holquin 
and Tunas, had a disposal on 
Friday 
last of a force of about 11,000 men. 
But there is no denying that the situa- 
tion is very grave. 
The insurgents 
have received reinforcements' from dif- 
ferent parts of the province of Santiago 
de Cuba, and it is reported that 
Max- 
imo Gomez has arrived at the front and 
taken command of the insurgent forces 
as general-in-chief. 


According to private advices received 
here, the insurgents have united their 
forces at Corojo, south of Bayamo and 
Manzanillo, in the provence of Satiago 
de Cuba, about midway of those two 
places, and they are said to have the 
intention of burning Bayumo, Yara, 
Veguitta and Manzanillo, and if the 
sugar planters refuse to pay contribu- 
tions to the insurgent army, the leaders 
of the revolutionists threaten to burn 
all the plantations in the 
Manzanillo 
district, which property represents mil- 
lions of dollars. 
The insurgent leader, 
Solano, has died in the province of 
Santa Clara, of wounds which he re- 
ceived recently in an engagement with 
the Spanish troops.

without boasting, it has fairly earned,

To Determine Whether the Red Men 
Van Hunt Ke;;:ardless of the 
Game 


PocATELLo, Idaho. July 
23 — At 
Bannock Indian agency, fourteen miles 
north of here, those in authority, who 
are in possession of all the facts obtain- 
able, do not believe the trouble in 
Jackson, 
Holt county, can possibly 
reach a final settlement now, without 
more bloodshed. 
The rumors current 
here last night regarding depredations 
of a returning band of Bannocks and 
their killing of thi-ee white settlers 
cannot be further confirmed. 
Not 
more than fifty Indians have so far re- 
turned to the immediate vicinity of the 
agency and they will not talk. 


Although it can be positively stated 
that the rumored danger in this im- 
mediate vicinity is without foundation, 
it is confidently believed from the ad- 
vices brought daily by the 
Indian 
police from the scene of the recent 
trouble in 
northwestern 
yoming, 
that there will be other clashes there 
between the Indians and settlers and 
tough characters in the Jackson 
Hole 
country. 
The Indian police, as a rule 
are Indians first and police afterwards, 
and evidently made a report to their 
brother braves, for almost every 
able- 
bodied Bannock has between the re^ 
turn of the police and this time de- 
camped from the scene of the trouble. 
From tbe most trusted police it is 
learned that many of the Indians who 
are apparently returning to their homes 
have quietly said that they were taking 
their squaws and papooses home to the 
reservation and then would return to 
see" the white men at Jackson Hole 
country. 


These clashes in that region 
are 
yearly recurrences and there seems a 
determination on both sides to settle 
the question as to whether the Indians 
have a right to hunt iu that county re- 
gardless of state game laws. 
The In- 
dians will not give up their old ground 
without a struggle and the settlers and 
characters fa|^ worse than Indians, are 
determined to give the Indians such 
severe treatment that t^ey will not re- 
turn next year. 


The correspondent learned that at 
least 100 bucks are absent from the res- 
ervation and nearly all their leaves of 
absence expired some time ago. 
Agent 
Teters has befi(un a thorough investiga- 
tion of the trouble and is making a 
trip through Jackson Hole country on 
horseback. 
He is expected back 
on 
Wednesday, and an authoritative state- 
ment can then be secured, 
although 
even then he cannot foretell just what 
will be done by the Indians who are 
plotting a return to their 
disputed 
hunting 
grounds 
unincumbered 
by 
their families. It is the general opinion 
at the agency that the Bannock braves 
cannot be brought back without the 
use of federal troops.

The members of congress who were 
elected last November ^will not enter 
upon the dutit;s of their office until 
next December. 
This long time that 
elapses after the elections are held be- 
fore the successful candidate takes his 
seat ifl a defect in our system of con- 
gressional elections that ought to be 
remedied. 
T H E SENTINEL could never 
see any good reason for adhering to it 
and we do not believe there is any. 
Congressmen are chosen to that posi- 
tion because of gome principle of na- 
tional legislation that the people expect 
them to carry out. 
If a year and one 
month must elapse aftor they 
are 
elected before they, can enter congress, 
conditions may undergo a complete 
change in many instances and it may 


1^0 longer be desirable to have that 
principle put into effect, or the preced- 
ing congress may have settled it. 
Why 
not have the new congressmen take 
their seats soon after their election? 
If this was the rule it would keep our 
national legislators in touch with the 
people and we believe they would be 
more likely to cany out publicly-ex- 
pressed will than they are now. It would 
secure a prompt" enforcement of popu- 
lar opinion upon subjects <of public 
interest and importance?

To Bring Peary Home. 


The stanch little steam barkentine 
Kite, on her voyage from St. Jolm's, N. 
B., will reach the coast of Greenland 
about'the middle of July. She will then 
steam north along the Greenland coast, 
stopping at Godliaven a %Yeek. She car- 
ries au assorted lot of professors of zool- 
ogy, geology and botany, and these will 
make their studies and bring home val- 
uable specimens for their various muse- 
ums and laboratories. At Godhaven the 
professors of geology will study the gla- 
ciers. Then the Kite will proceed north- 
ward to the winter quarters of Peary and 
his men at Inglefleld gulf. 


Peary promised, if alive, to be at the 
station ou Liglefield gulf not later than 
the middle of August. There the scien- 
tific men will make still further studies. 
About the 1st of September the Kite will 
come back from frozen zone to lauds of 
sun. 


It is to be fervently hoped that she 
will bring Peary and his brave attend- 
ants with him. He had only two—one, 
Hugh Lee, a plucky Connecticrit lad 
scarcely put of his teens ; the other, Pea- 
ry's faithful colored servant, Matthew 
Henson. With these and his dogs and 
sledges, the intrepid American hoped to 
finish marking out the northern coast 
of Greenland, if not ultimately to reach 
the pole. The almost phenomenally mild 
winter in the northern regions will be 
greatly in his favor. By Sept. 15 at fm*- 
thest we may look for the Kite's return.

We have been told for years that there 
is a considerable quantity of gold in sea 
water.

HOW TO PUMP UP. 


Any One Can Do It, bnt There Are Good 
and Bad Ways. 


Of course anybody with two hands 
can inflate a tire, and yet this very sim- 
ple operation has its fine points. 
The 
first thing to do is to operate the piston 
briskly a few times before attaching the 
pump to the valve—this to expel parti- 
cles of dirt and dust if such have by 
chance lodged within the rubber hose 
attachment. 
You don't want such sub- 
stances blown into tho valve of the tire 
to prevent its tight closing after infla- 
tion. 
In filling the rear tire screw the 
fixture to the valve and turn the wheel 
so that you can rest one of the finger 
pieces of the pump against the back 
brace of tho machine. 
You can then 
pump away to your heart's content 
without 
blistering 
your fingers or 
stretching the rubber attachment all out 
of shape and spoiling its wind holding 
qualities. 


Don't pump the tires too hard. 
To 
pump hard preserves the tire—there's 
no doubt about that—^but a tire so pump- 
ed deprives the rider of his air cushion 
and the machine of the length of days in- 
cident to its use. It is better to wear out 
a couple of sets of tires in a single sea- 
son than to go pounding and vibrating 
about on rubber stuffed with air to the 
point of absolute hardness. 


There's nothing rpore discotnraging 
than to prmjp'and pump and pump with 
a dry and shrunken piston. -Keep the 
piston right by using a drop of oil on 
the packing now and then, and packing 
a year old usually needs renewing. 


Don't go without a pump in your 
toolbag, for without the pump the re- 
pair kit, with its plugs, patches, cement 
and what not, is all in vain.—American 
Cyclist.

the French coinage ratio of 15.^ to 1, 
for 200 years; that during the twenty- 
two years since 1873, as the result of 
demonetization, the commercial ratio 
had declined to 32 to 1, that in the 338 
yeais prior to 1873, the quantity ratio 
between gold and silver had ranged 
from fifty-six 
of 
silver 
to one of 
gold, 
to 
four 
of 
silver 
to one 
of gold, and 
that 
during all that 
time 
the 
commercial 
ratio 
had 
clung closely to the legal ratio. 
Dur- 
ing all that time the commercial price 
of silver bullion had remained steady. 
Since 1873 it had steadily and rapidly 
decreased. 
It was the dominating in- 
fluence of London on exchange to all 
parts of the world which led to gold 
being recognized by the world as the 
standard in all commercial transactiofas, 
Mr. Horr, in his opening remarks, pro- 
ceeded to call 
attention 
to 
what 
he called misleading statements in Mr. 
Harvey's book. 
For instance, he de- 
clared to be untrue the statement that 
it was believed thav the cost of produc- 
ing all of the gold in the world was 
about $2 per ounce, 'while some put it 
much higher. 
Mr. Horr pointed out 
that there had been a vastly increased 
production with greatly reduced prices'^ 
At the cost which Mr. Harvey spoke of,

The average decrease of commodities 
since 1873 has been about 20 per cent. 
Che heaviest decline has been in the 
tne of those things which the masses 
of people buy. All those reductions in 
>rice are partly attributable to aileaaen- 
ng in cost of productions and partly to 
,he recent panic. 


While commodities have fallen 20 


>ercent., silver has fallen 50 per cent. 
The claim that the value of cotton de- 
fended upon the rise of fall of silver 
las been shown to be without founda- 
tion this year. Cotton in the last four 
months his risen 30 per cent, silver 5 
per cent. Prior to 1873, the price of 
cotton varied from four to forty cents 
Silver never fell below 11.29. In 1845, 
cotton sold for four cents, Silver was 
then $1.32 an ounce. The bullion in a 
silver dollar isionly worth fifty-two 
cents. 25 8 grains of standard gold are 
worth 100 cents. Then why do people 
exchange products for a silver dollar as 
readily as for a gold dollar? 
Why do 


they give 100 cents worth of commodity 
for a silver dollar when silver bullion in 
the dollar is only worth fifty cents? It 
is 
because 
the 
government 
com- 


menced stamping 412$ 
grains 
of 


silver 
on 
a 
dollar, 
and hav- 


ing 
put 
them , into 
commerce 


at worth a hundred cents, has felt re- 
sponsible to keep the coined dollar at 
an exchangeable value equal to the 
stamp put on it—to keep it up to the 
standard on 25 8 grains of gold. 
The 


value of silver bullion has fallen since 
1873, on account of the lessened cost 
of production; on account of 
the 


enormous increase 
in production, 


and on'account of the decreased de- 
mand. Jill Of th.eae elements entered 
into and helped to cause the reduction 
of the value of silver. To restore the 
price of silver to its value in 1893, you 
must remove all the causes which have 
reduced its valua 
Concede, for the 


sake of argument, that the action of the 
United States was the one cause; it is 
illogical to claim that the removal ol 
this one would remove the effect of si 
the others. 


"But it is urged that the Umtec 


States should try the experiment, am 
if it failed, to abandon it or change th 
policy. The facts stated show con 
cluoively in advance that it tnust fail 
To lift the value of 412} grains of nil 
in the United Statea^from fifty to one 
hundred cents it would be necessary to 
lift the value of all the silver in the 
world to the same extent, less the cos 
of transporting it to tho United SM* 


In addition to this, if the silver mines 
can afford to continue increasing their 
production as they have from $81,000.- 
000 in 1873 to 1214 481.000 in 1894, on a 
market which has fallen 50 per cent, 
what would they produce on a market 
which had risen one hundred per 
cent 


"The volume to be faised in value 


extends to the earth deposits, as well 
as to that heretofore mined. The im- 
mediate effect of the selection of a 
president committed to euch a policy 
would be the separation ot the gold 
and silver dollar, the gold dollar going 
to a premium of about two tor one. 
We would lose at once $678000000 of 
;old now in circulation and in the 
treasury. The greenbacks and treasury

Tremout and 
Timmor hotels were badly wrecked, 
the lower floore being filled with eand 
and water, Broadway hotel was wreck- 
ed. In every part of town houses were 
tumbling down. Gillette & Son lost 
goods to the amount of 112,000. Other 
business men lose similar amounts. 
Approximate loss is 1150,000. A num- 
ber of bridges were wished away. It 
will be a week before trains can pass 
into town. The weather is threatening 
today. Should more rain fall it will 
finish the buildings that remain.

Bannock Indian agency, fourteen miles 
north of here, those in authority, who 
are in possession of all the factu obtain- 
able, do not believe the trouble in 
Jackson, Holt county, can possibly 
reach a final settlement now, without 
more bloodshed 
The rumors current 


tiere last night regarding depredations 
of si returning band of Bannocks and 
[heir killing of thiee white settlers 
cannot be further confirmed. 
Not 


more than fifty Indians have so far re 
turned to the immediate vicinity of the 
agency and they will not talk. 


Although it can be positively stated 


that the rumored danger in this im 
mediate vicinity is without foundation, 
it is confidently believed from the ad- 
vices brought daily by the Indian 
police from the scene of the recent 
trouble in 
northwestern 
"V. yoming, 


that there will be other clashes there 
between the Indians and settlers and 
tough characters in the Jackson Hole 
country. The Indian police as a rule 
are Indians first and police afterwards 
and evidently made a report to their 
brother braves, for almost every able- 
bodied Bannock has between the re^ 
turn of the police and this time de 
camped from the scene of the trouble 
From the most trusted police it is 
learned that many of the Indians who 
are apparently returning to their homes 
dave quietly said that they were taking 
their squaws and papooses home to the 
reservation and then would return to 
"see" the white men at Jackson Hole 
country. 


These clashes in that region are 


yearly recurrences and there seems a 
determination on both sides to settle 
the question as to whether the Indians 
nave a right to hunt in that county re- 
gardless of state game laws 
The In- 


dians will not give up their old grounS 
without a struggle and the settlers and 
characters fa^ worse than Indians, are 
determined to give the Indians such 
severe treatment that they will not re- 
turn next year. 


The correspondent learned that at 


[east 100 bucks are absent from the res- 
ervation and nearly all their leaves of 
absence expired some time ago. Agent 
Teteru has begun a thorough investiga- 
tion of the trouble and is making a 
trip through Jackson Hole country on 
horseback. He is expected back on 
Wednesday, and an authoritative state- 
ment can then be secured, although 
even then he cannot foretell just what 
will be done by the Indians who are 
plotting a return to their disputed 
hunting 
grounds unincumbered by 


their families. It is the general opinion 
at the agency that the Bannock braves 
cannot be brought back without the 
use of federal troops.
